TERMITES 

HELP PROSPECTORS 

In order to delect deposits c»I 
various non-ferrous ores, one 
need not penetrate the depths ol 
tha earth's surface. Prospectors 
could do with n enreful observa- 
tion of termite towers. This con- 
clusion was arrived at by staff 
momhers of a university tn In- 
dia. The scientists have carried 
out a spectral analysis of the 
materials the Insects aro using 
for their construction, and they 
discovered In Ihe Bamplcs a 
large percentage of metals 
whose deposits can be found not 
far from their heaps. 

OIL UNDER PARIS? 

The French ELF company 
wants to start oil prospecting 
right underneath the capital. No, 
writes "Le Point" weekly, the 
company will not usb the Eiffel 
Tower as a rig. It wants to use 
so-called horizontal drilling (this 
method ts already successfully 
used in gas prospecting near the 
town of Pau in the Plrenaes). A 
vertical well will ba drilled in a 
suburb, which will later change 
Its direction and go horizontally 
to reach Paris, The author of this 
method thinks that horizontal 
drilling offers much more chance 
of striking oil than Ihe vertical 
method- CLP specialists are con- 
vinced that oil under Paris does 
exist. Indeed, annually nearly 
700,000 tonnes of oil are mined 
in its environs.

Artyoni Bololscrkovsky, a taff 
member of the Insiltuto of auto- 
mation ot culler-loaders in Do- 
netsk (I ho Ukraine), hos been 
granted a patent fur a robot to 
operate In a coal mine. The In- 
ventor has suggested on original 
manipulator whose working 
member Is a pulse water jet [or 
crushing coal and loading it on 
the conveyer. The manipulator 
Is remote-controlled by an ope- 
rator. He looks after Ihe machi- 
ne on a TV display and gives 
the necessary commands.
